The argument that Alberta’s interests could best be 
served federally, through representation in the major po¬ 
litical parties ‘of Canada is practical and sensible. Even 
though such members were pledged to certain specific 
policies of advantage particularly to the West, they could 
more readily accomplish their purpose if they had the 
sympathetic attention of government, or of a party which 
has the chance of farming a government. 

However, Alberta has not been "in the sun” politically 
speaking, for the past fourteen years, and yet has not 
been discriminated against in any way. It has enjoyed no 
extraordinary benefits of party patronage, neither has it 
suffered from party discrimination. 

This has been due in some measure to the broad policies 
of our federal governments, and also to the calibre of men 
sent from Alberta. They have been respected and their 
views have been respected, regardless of party. In 1921 
Parliament and people generally, were by no means as re¬ 
conciled to minority parties as they are today, and any 
new group was obliged to combat much fiercer opposition 
and prejudice than today. But by sheer force of person¬ 
ality, sincerity and ability our Alberta “ginger group,” 
won tpe admiration of all fair-minded Canadians. 

It has been remarked that such men as George Coote, 
Alfred Speakman, E. J. Garland and the others, may not 
have been able to bring any great benefits to their partic¬ 
ular constituencies, but they have been "splendid men for 
Canada.” That in itself is a fine and a deserved tribute. 
To have served Canada well, is a greater achievement than 
to have brought a bridge or a public building or some 
similar concession to any one constituency. , 

It is covering old ground to specify the many instances 
of reform legislation of the last fourteen years which have 
first been advocated by Alberta Progressives. It is known 
also that they have never lost touch with the problems of 
the people whom they represented, and have kept these 
people interested and informed on all public developments 
at Ottawa. 

Speaking for our own ex-member, Mr. Coote, it. is 
doubtful if many people in this constituency realize just 
how highly regarded he was—or is—in the East. People in

“W-hen Italy was under parliamentary rule,” continues 
th*> Star, “she accepted territory from Britain, in satisfac¬ 
tion of Her claims. But Mussolini, in military dictator¬ 
ship, naturally regarded these concessions as inadequate, 
and instead of using diplomatic efforts to have the conces¬ 
sions extended, he made the alleged niggardliness an ex¬ 
cuse to attack a weak and unoffending nation that had 
maintained independence for thousands of years. He re¬ 
pudiated Italy’s League undertaking not to employ war as 
an instrument of national policy. 

“Of much greater importance to the Italian people than 
the possession of more territory is the maintenance of 
peace. As "a matter of fact Britain and France offered to 
give valuable territory to Ethiopia, in return for territory 
to he ceded by that country to Italy. They would by diplo¬ 
matic measures have persuaded Ethiopia to grant import¬ 
ant commercial and colonizing concessions to Italy, and
